great that wo ‘all, from the Osptain down, 
thought we Md come to onr last moment, The 
s-mountain high, were coming-orern: 
and ‘the rolling of the sbip, caasing all the 
wreckage and moving dobris to sway toand fro, 
wrought great destruction ab each movement. 
‘Wo lost four out of six of our life boats, and oll 
the property, tables, fioight, and provisions in 
tho saloon were washod away. Our cabins were 
five feet deap in water, our clothes washod away, 
andwesatonthetop berth of our cabin, in dead!

tinual immense flaw of sea through the saloonand 
cubin. After passing six hours of:intonso foar

a time, with the exaistance of two or three officers, 
got out of our wet cabin into another. The 
typhoon was tho gevorasteyor known in these 
parts.
